Moscow, Saturday W — Russia’s new leaders in a state­ 
ment covering the entire front iwge of Pravda declared today 
11iey will welcome any step of the United States directed at 
friendly settlement of troublesome problems. 
The statement welcomed President Eisenhower’s words 
of |w*ace in his speech of April 16. It said: 
‘The words of President Eisenhower were met with a 
feeling of sympathy when lie said ‘we are seeking a genuine 
and complete peace in all Asia ain! tile entire world and also 
his declaration that ‘not one of the troublesome questions,, 
lie it great or small, is insoluble in the presence of a desire, 
to respect the rights of other countries.’ ” 
“This,” it said, “is evidence of readiness of the Soviet 
side for serious businesslike discussion of corresponding! 
problems both by means of direct talks and also in necessary i 
rases within the framework of the United Nations.” 
Pravda abo hinted that Russia might l>e willing to join 
in the new kind of war Eisenhower suggested—a war on 
poverty and need financed from savings achieved by disarma­ 
ment, once a settlement is reached.

Postponed Program 


Once again tile House Republican m ajority has put olF 


a decision on Hie controversial sales tax issue, this time 
agreeing to defer a vote until next Monday. 
Determination of some (IO T members to stand by their 


refusal to have anything to do with a sales tax is believed 
to be the principal reason for the continuing delay in bring­ 
ing the matter to a.vote, but Rep. Johnson, Republican floor 
leader, said the latest deferment of voting action derives 
from necessity for further study of figures. 
It is Rep. Johnson's belief‘that the new figures will 


show that a I tier cent sales tax can be enacted with a con­ 
sequent elimination of many “ nuisance” taxes. 
An even larger number of exemptions from the safes 


tax are under consideration, designed to galilei* greater 
sapien t of the much discussed measure, although just what 
these additional exemptions will be has not lieen made pub­ 


lic. 
One thing remains certain through the dilatory pro­ 
gram of providing taxes with which to meet the state’s ob­ 
ligations, and that is the firm determination of tile Demo­ 
cratic member* to vote solidly against any sales tax, what­ 
ever the percentage may Imp.
